It makes it 
unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to place any poster, 
sign, hand bill, or advertisement on any telephone or telegraph or 
electric light pole in any public place, street, alley or park, and 
provides a penaty of not over $100 for violation.

Before the manufac- 
turer can pay his bills, the whole- 
saler must pay the manufacturer; 
before the jobber can pay the 
wholesaler, the retailer must pay. 
the Jobber; and be.fore the retailer 
can pay the jobber, you and I must 
pay him. Prompt settlements will 
do much 'toward keeping the busi- 
ness from going lower. - The BiUb- 
gonchart now shows it at 10% be- 
low normal."
